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DETAILED ACTION 

I. Applicant's arguments, see paper, filed 1/17/06, with respect to the rejection(s) of 
claim(s) 1 ,3,5-9 under 35 USC 103(a) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made below. 

II. Rejection of claims under 35 USC 103(a) will not be maintained in light of 
amendment filed 1/17/06. Applicant shows unexpected results for mixtures in 
claims 1-6,9. Therefore claims 1-6,9 are free of the art. However, with respect to 
claim 7 there exist no written description in the specification for synergism when 
compounds I and II, III or IV are applied separately or successively. See 35 USC 
1 12, 1 st paragraph rejection below. Claim 7 was examined with the inclusion of 
"the compound of formula I". See suggestion below. Claim 8 appears to comprise 
the application of a mixture or compounds; however, application of compounds 
have no antecedent basis. See 35 USC 1 12, 2nd paragraph rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "or the compound of the formula I and at least one 
compound of the formula II, III, or IV" in lines 2-3. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
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for this limitation in the claim. Claim 1 from which claim 8 indirectly depends is to a 
mixture. However, claim 8 uses both a mixture and compounds. There exist antecedent 
basis for the mixture in claim 1 , but there exist no antecedent basis for applying 
compound(s) in claim 1 . 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. This is a written description rejection. 

To satisfy the written description requirement, applicant must convey with 
reasonable clarity to one skilled in the art, as of the filing date that application was in 
possession of the claimed invention. The specification recites on pages 2-3 that 
applying compounds I and II, III or IV simultaneously, i.e. separately, or applying 
compounds I and II, III or IV in succession provides "better control". The specification on 
page 5 recites compounds I and II, III or IV used separately exhibit "outstanding 
activity". The phrases "better control" and "outstanding activity" do not indicate 
"synergy". The specification does not provide a written description of synergism where 
the compounds I and II, III or IV are applied separately or successively. The 
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specification on pages 2,7,10-12 provides written description for synergistic mixtures 
(compositions) comprising compounds I and II, III or IV. 

Claim 7 employing applying compounds I and II, III or IV simultaneously, i.e. 
separately, or applying compounds I and II in succession are neither described nor 
exemplified and the specification does not inform the public of the limits of the monopoly 
asserted. 

To satisfy the written description requirement, applicant must convey with 
reasonable clarity to one skilled in the art, as of the filing date that application was in 
possession of the claimed invention. There is no description in the specification for 
applying compounds I and II, III or IV simultaneously, i.e. separately, or applying 
compounds I and II in succession to obtain synergism as recited in claim 7. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-6,9 are allowable. Applicant provides unexpected (synergistic) data for 
mixtures (compositions) comprising compounds I and II, III or IV in claims 1-6,9. 

Suggestion 

Claim 7 should be amended to recite "formula I" after the 2 nd occurrence of "the" 
in line 2.
